On April 26, 2001, the Comm ssion
accepted a cost study from Verizon Virginia that was used to
estimate the approximate change in the nonthly rate for service
that will result fromthe extension of |ocal calling.

NOW THE COWM SSI ON, havi ng consi dered the petition and
8§ 56-484.2 of the Code of Virginia, finds that this matter
